SrEcULATEON continues to multiply and 
flourish around the mysterious substance 
which Professor Dewar latoly oxhibited os 
solid oir. It will be remembored that Pra- 
fossor Dewar could not himself say whether 
the frozen mass contained both solid oxygen 
and solid nilrogen, orsolid nitrogen alone 
with liquid oxygen interspersed. Sub- 
stauces which possess the property for retain- 
ing liquids inn apparently colid form—liko 
elatina for instanoe-ara known as ‘col- 
loids,’ and it would be hazardous as yet to 
assert that aitrogen could belong to this 
clees, It has been auggested that the 
greater volatility of nitrogen might enable 
the oxygen to be soliditied, though ite own 
evaporation cannot; in this gaso it ought to 
be possible to solidify puro oxygen by sut- 
rounding it with a vessel containing liquid 
nitrogen, and exhausted in the asual man+ 
ner, A technical contemporary strikes 
boldly at the climax of thease oxperiments, 
oud saya: “‘J€ Professor Dewar continues 
his researcbos with the enorgy and success 
that have hitherto characterised them, wa 
do not despair of announcing ina few weeks’ 
time that a (ried casting of liquid hydro- 
gon has been made, and that ou solidification 
and remuval fom the mould it has been 
proved to possess a fine lustre, high tensile 
atrongth, and sonorous qualities quite in 
accordance with ity known metallic charac- 
ter,’—Pall Mall Gazette, 


THE Reverend Professor Haughton has oal- 
culated that walking on a.level surface is 
equivalent to raising yj, part of the weight 
ot the body through ‘the distance walked.

THE CONSERVATISM OF THE 
CHINESE. 


Scmewhat more than a yeat ago, the 
London Spectgtor, in closing a roviow of a 
book on Chineso characteristics, after re- 
marking that: it did not of conrse clear ‘up 
the Chinese problem, proceeded to enun- 
clate it as follows:—‘This problem which 
atill awaits solution may ka stated in two 
questions. (1) What ie the eocial quality’ 
which has preserved the Chinese race and 
‘Chinese Civilization from that process of 
decay which has ultimately fastened on all’ 
other nou-Cbristian oivilizationa? (2) What 
is the social quality which has forbidden

That s aystom of moratity in. which the 
golden rule in 5 negative form findsa high 
“place, must tend to conserve the socialy 
in'whioh it, is. found, goes without say- 
ing. All writers have pointed this out, 
and many have. illustrated it at length. 
Aniong tho’ particalae tonete of Confucian 
morality adapted to perpétuate the Chi- 
nese people, Fi isty has always held 
a prominent place.’ It. has occupied acme- 
what tho same position asin tho Jawish 
economy, though tho dictate bas‘ been 
obeyed in so wholly different a mannor. 
It in at all ovents certain that the 
‘first commandment with ‘promise’ has 
been in a certain way profoundly obeyed 
in China, and it nood not surprise us 
if it is trao of the Ohinoso raco, that 
their days havo been ‘long in the land,’ 
which the Tord has givon them. To these 

oneral considerations others may be added. 
ft has always bean considered remarkable 
that in tho Empire of absolute autho- 
rity ‘democracy should not only have a 
firm hold, but should be most distinctly 
recognized in the most aucient. classics, as 
wright of the people. The sovarciyn exists 
(theoretically) for the people, and not as 
under other despotiams the people for the 
soversign, In connection with this ynique 
phenomonon is to be mentioned the respon- 
sibility of the sovereign to Heaven, and 
that of every grade -of officials to those 
above them. Responsibility is one of the 
important key-notes of Chinese social or. 
fianization, and applies as much to the peo- 
ple as to their rulers. Rigidly carried into 
ractice, nothing could exert a more powar- 


Combined with this, is the sovereignty of 
Law as distinct from Forco, which has 
been the god of so many extinct nations, 
If wa wore to select the two’ Chinese ideo- 
graphs most eminently doscriptive of the 
ompire, we should take the two li charac- 
tora, Ef Right, and Propricty— 
though the latter includes also the prin- 
ciples on which propriety (and ccremony) 
dopond. Those words are linch-pins in 
the Chinesa chariot. To the foregoing 
specifications should be added another—the 
offect of the literary axaminations ia pro- 
venting clas domination. No priosthood, 
as inenciant Egypt, no military power as 
in Rome, no plutocracy os in our modern 
rstates, could dislodge or overbear. the 
literary element, which being saturated with 
the principles of the sages, has alwoya ro- 
turudd after every revolution, to the old 
ways. 

Thus much by way of elucidating some 
of ‘the roasons which havo provented the, 
disintegration of China. But why, with 
all these advantages, has she not ad- 
yauced? ‘What is the sociel quali- 
ty which has forbidden progress. in 
China, and has apparently negatived the 
Jaw which in other vontinuing societies 
seems 20 universal—the law that one item 
-| of knowledge is always a stepping-stane to 
another, and that science is like a tree which 
unless it be cut down must cithor grow or 
decay? Here again we object, to projudic- 
ing the case by the inadequate phrase 
‘social quality.” What do we mean by 
“progress ?' In roply we shall probably bo 
pointed to the past few hundred years in 
Western Europo as a sample of ‘ progress,’ 
But the deeper causes of the ‘ progress? 
af Western Europ, are much more remota 
than the Gorman ‘reformation.’ Fully 
to understand them, we must go back at 
least os far os the deys of tho great sagos 
>| of China,

MAGIC OF INDIA AND AFRICA. 


. Awritor in'the North American Review 
deacribos -a number of feats performed by 
the high-casto fakirs of India’ and witch- 
doctors of South Africa. Among the 
tricka that befied-the writer's despost 
soratiog aré the following :— 

On the ‘occasion of the visit of the 
Prinea of Wales to Calcutta during the 
winter of 1875-76, ‘I saw a maryol of 
levitation performed in tho prosonca of tho 
Prinéo and of soma fifty thousand specta- 

. The place -was~the Maidan, or 
eat.-Piaza of Calcnita, and tho old fakir 
who” was tho: master ‘magician of the occa- 
sion .did his work out in the open pluzs, 
Around. him, in raised: seats and on and 
under the galleries of ‘tho neighbouring 
houses, the native: Princes and* Begums 
wera gathered by the scoxo, arrayed in 
their silks and jewels, with a magnificence 
to whieh our Western eyes are little 
sooustomed, After a sataam to the Prince, 
‘tho old fakie took ‘throo swords with 
straight crossbarred hilts, and buried them 
Lilt downwards about six inches in tho 
ground. Tho points of these swords were 
very sharp, as 1 afterwards informed 
myself, A younger fakir whose black 
Deard was parted in what we now call the 
English foshion, althangh it origiaated in 
Hindustan, then appeared, and at a gesture 
from his master stretched himself out 
upon the ground at full longth, with 
his feet togothor and his hands olosc 
to his sides, and, after a pase or two 
made by the hands-of the old muo, 
appeared to” hesomo rigid and lifeless 
A third fakir now'came forward, and, 
taking hold of the feot of his prostrate 
companion, whose head was lifted by tho 
master, the two laid the stiffened body 
upon the points of the swords, which ap- 
peared to support it without ponctratiug 
the flesh. The point of ona of tho swords 
was immediately under the nape of tho 
man’s neck, that of the second rested 
midway between his shoulders, and that of 
the third was at the base of the 
spine; thore being nothing under his 
lege, After the body had boen placed 
on the aword-pointa the third fukir retired, 
and the old man, who was standing some 
distanoe from it, turned and ealaamed to 
the audience, The body tipped neither to 
the right nor to the left, but gaemed to be 
balanced. with mathematical accuracy. 
Presently tho master took a dagger with 
which ho removed the soil round tho hilt 
of the first sword, and, roleasing it from 
the earth, after some exertion, quiotly 
stuck it into his girdlo, the body mcan- 
while rotaining its position, Tho second 
and third ewords were likewise. taken from 
under the body, which, there in broad 
daylight and under the eyes of the spacta- 
tors, preserved its horizontal position 
without visible support, about two feet from 
the ground. A murmur of admiration 
pervaded the vast throng; and with a 
Jow salaam: to tho Prince, the master sum. 
mooned his assistant, ond lifting the suse 
pounded body from its airy perch, they laid 
tt gently upon the ground. With a few 
passes of the master’s hand the inanimate 
youth was himself again. 

During the Zulu wor I was in South 
Afrioa, travelling north through Zululand 
ln Dunn’a reservation, two hundred miles 
north from Durban, in Natal, I saw a 
witch-dootor levitate the form of a young 
Zulu by waving o tuft of grass about his 
head, amid surroundings calculated to im- 
press themselves deeply upon the most 
prosaic imagination, It was evening, and 
the witch-dootor, who belonged to thy olass 
described more than once by Rider Haggard 
with great acouracy, was 93 revolting in his 
appearacce as the high-caste fakira had 
been pleasing, A oumber of fakirs had 
gathered about our camp fire and I had 
given them some illustrations of my own 
skill, They seemed puzzled but were not 
specially curious, Qne of them stole away. 
end after some minutes returned with theit 
own conjuror, the witch-dootar fn question, 
After cuvetderable solicitation from the na-

tives, the (ntrfeactes of whioh my know- 
Nedge of the Zaln language did not ennble 
me quite to penetrate the conjuror, who at 
{iret aeemed reluctant to give his consent tu 
an exhibition of hie powers before me, took 
aknobkerry or olub and fastened it at the 
end of a thong of rawhide about two feet 
long. A young native, tall and athletic, 
whose eyes appeared to be fixed upon those 
of the conjuror with an apprehensive stead- 
fastness, took bis own knob kerry and 
fastened it at the end of a cimilor thong of 
hide, The two then stood six fect upart, io 
the fall glare of the fire, and began, all the 
while in sileace, to whirl their knob kerrys 
about their heads, I notised that whon the 
two clubs seemed, in their swift flight, 
almost to come in contact, 4 spark or flame 
passed or appeared to pass from ono of thera 
to the other. The third time this happened 
there was an explosion, the spark appeared 
to burst, the young man's knob kerry was 
shattered to pieaos, and he fell to the ground 
apparently Lifeless, The witch-doctor turn- 
ed to the high grass « few feet behind us and 
athered a handful of stalks about three feet 
ong. Standing in the shadow and away 
from the fire, he waved, with a ewift motion 
exactly similar to that of the clubs a few 
minutes the bunch of grass around the head 
of the young Zulu, before, who lay aa dead 
in thé firelight, Ina moment or two the 
grasa seemed to ignite in its flight, although 
the witch-Joctor was not standing withia 
twenty foot of tho fire, and burned slowly,
